4. When the GPS receiver is in linf of-siit to the GPS satellite, a GPS receiver wiH 
receive a GPS signal even if buildings are a^oinjid the GPS receiver. The GPS signal is not 
blocked by a surrounding building because the pPS signal is transmitted from an overhead 
satellite, not from a horizontally-based transmitter. a|gPS receiver does not need-to be placed 
on a tower or other structure to receive a GPS sjignaj ijhen buildings are around the GPS receiver, 
A GPS receiver docs not need to be placed On a, tower ior other structure to reduce blockage of a 
GPS signal by a building, since the GPS signal |s in line-of-^ight to the GPS satellite. 

5. For example, an intelligent transportation system (ITS) provides a GPS receiver in 
a vehicle to assist in GPS-based navigation, jmcduding toute guidance, tracking, and emergency' 
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applications. The OnSter system is such a systcjta. The! GPS-based ITS navigation system 
operates in large cities with tall buildings and injjjrural ajea*. The ITS system uses GPS signals to 
track a vehicle through streets rod other patbi ajid to btjtam directions for a driver through streets 
and other paths. The GPS receiver in the vehicle is notjon a tower, and it receives GPS signals 
from the overhead GPS satellites. (Applicants ife NO"! alleging the ITS system is or is not 
within the art of the present Application. Applicants are merely using the ITS system as an 
example to demonstrate mat a GPS receiver doe> not rebuire a tower to receive a GPS signal 
when the GPS receiver is in. an area that has b^inidmgs.)]
